The Real Low-down On The Lowest Of Rackets 
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Every year the American public is furnished 
with staggering figures compiled by expert 
statisticians, telling of the enormous losses 
suffered through gyp schemes, swindles, rackets 
and their hke. Always that same public is warn- 
ed to be on the lookout for all such frauds. 
Yet meanwhile, the very people who are most 
on the alerr'are being methodically fleeced and 
consistently trimmed by the sure-fire operators 
who specialize in the short-change game. This 
liiddtn racket, without doubt takes as great an 
annual toll as all the other combined. 

The "ten-fold" is the name given the fanciest 
of all short-changa artifices. As well as fanciest, 
it is the rarest; The-reason; It can only be work- 
ed around places where hundred dollar bills 
are common, such as ritzy night-clubs, big-time 
gambling joints, or the swankier resort hotels. 
After establishing confidence by hi.s casual 
handling of hufidred ■ dollar bills, the short 
changer begins passing ten-spots which he has 
folded so that the number 100 .shows instead. 

He creases back the left edge of the bill, 
alongside the zero of the "10" in the upper 
corner. He carries that crease over to right, 
covering the figure one of the "10" in the 
upper right. In this rase, ten plus zero eiquals 
one hundred, to all appearances. The swindler 
then folds the bulk of the bill underneath, 
bending the lower portion up and under. Press- 
ing his thumb just below the top figures, he 
holds the bill folded so that, it appears to be a 
hundred-spot. 

If he habitually handles bills in this fashion, 
the swindler can frequently fool a night club 
cashier when paying a large tab, or can get by 
with it at a gambling joint when buying chips. 
It's all done with a casual flash that imprints 
"100" on the mind of the person receiving the 
bill. Nervy though it is, the ruse iias a strong 
element of safety. Only after unfolding the bill 
will the cashier discover it to be a ten and 
then the "evidence" in the form of the tricky 
fold, is no longer in existence! 

A different sort of "fold" . is used in every- 
day life. Here, the short changer is usually > man 



behind a counter or concession booth. When 
he gives nine dollars change for a ten-spot, to 
complete a one dollar sale, he ;Ounts off nine 
dollars, , all in ones. But the customer gets only 
seven bills, not nine. 

Two of the bills are folded in half and inter- 
spersed among the' otheis. They are placed so 
that their loose ends all point the same way. 
The short chenger keeps his thumb across the 
center of the little pile, thus holding the folded 
bills in place. This enables him to count nine 
bills instead of seven, by lifting the bills at the 
end where two of them are doubled. Thus two 
of the bills are counted twice, although ail seem* 
perfectly tair. 

Most operators have a neat trick of inserting 
their fingers among the folds and straightening 
the doubled bills while passihg the batch to the 
customer. The victim spends his money, wonder- 
ing how a couple of extra bucks went so fast, 
never realizing that he was gypped of them tc 
begin with I Thrs is one way of having your 
motley doubled, only to find that you have less! 

Naturally, the trick can be worked both ways. 
Often, short change artists use the "fold" when 
making purchases-at stores and some even add a 
twist of "stealing" one bill from a normal stack, 
while spreading it. But a careful clerk can put 
the skias under such chicanery. If he counts the 
money belore putting if in the cash register, the 
customer will have to apologize for a mistake . 
and make up the difference. 

This so hurts the pride of some gyp artists, 
that they reso.t to the "split bill" system, which, 
has its dangers, as it involves tampering with 
U.S. currency, but is seldom spotted. Even then, 
' it allows the hustler a chance to pose as an 
innocent party who had some funny money pass- 
ed on him without his knowlei^C. 

The story goes that the "split bill' came into 
vogue when scmor sharper soaked a Dank of 
England note in water and found that it came 
apait as two bills, each with printing showing 
on both sides. This was corrected so that British 
bills would be blank on one side if "split" in 
such fashion and the same b tiue of U-S. atoatf. 



So for a long while it seemed ridiculous to 
"split" bills and hope to pass them in that form. 
Then the gyps found a way to work it. 

Their system was to split bills of two 
denominations, like a bstch of ones and another 
group of fives. They then gJued the fives and 
ones back to back. The result was a bill thai 
showed a five on one side and a one on the 
other. 

A -short changer, armed with such bills, goes 
into a store and makes a purchase totalling 
eighteen dollars. He brings out three five dollar 
bills and three singles, counting them quite care- 
fully, but letting them get mixed say, first a five, 
(hen two ones, pair of fives and finally an odd 
single. He hands these to the clerk who recounts 
them, maybe separating them at the same time, 
but finding nothing wrong w.ith the amount. 

One of the "fives" however,, is a double- -v 
facer, showing a five on one side, a one on the 
other. Such a bill is worth only three dollars. 
since a pair of them are formed from a five and 
a one. Thus the clerk has collected fifteen in- 
stead of eighteen dollars. If he happens to turn 
over the bills while putting them in the cash 
register, they still appear as genuine^ currency 
and he is not likely to note the difference in the 
ameunt. 

The short changer usually does something to 
divtrt the victim's attention at any crucial stayc 
of the deal. As with all trickery it's a case of 
getting people to look close when there is 
no:hing phoney to be observed; then coaxing 
them into a careless mood when (he pinch 
arrives. 

Around carnivals ot amusement parks, the 
"take it or leave it" system is in vogue, when 
the counter man wants to hang a gyp on his 
customers, as its name implies, the customer 
gets a chance to "take it" if he wishes. 
"Ihc short changer pushes some coins forward. 
after giving them a very fair and accurate count. 
He does this near a large pile of change thai 
is lying loose on the counter. As he pushes the 
iv.oney, he deftly separates it into two groups, 
one going to the ticket buyer, the rest remain- 
ing close to the big pile. 

The victim takes the group nearest him, not 
realizing the rest of the change is his also. 
Should he count it and return to "beef" over 
it, the short clianger gestures to a few odd coins 
and snaps: "That must be yours. Why didn't 
you take it?" 

This system is a favorite with ticket sellers 
who have a window booth, particularly the sort 
with a nretal cross-bar or a wicket. They can 
pick just the right angle to place the extra coins 
ID a spot where the customer does not sec them 



when he gathers up his change. If he comes 
back, he wonders why he didn't see it all along 
and never thisiks to blame the ticket seller. 

If you ask the average person to give yoii 
change for a five dollar bill, he will invariably 
hand you four ones, then count out a dollar's 
worth of change. In ticket booths, the opposite 
procedure is - usual. The seller counts out the 
■silver, pushes it to the customer, and brings up 
the bills from beneath the counter. Ticket- sellers 
seldom are in a hiirry, but purchasers often rush 
away. Naturally, the seller can't climb through 
the window and run after them. Maybe he 
doesn't intend to short-change them and as a 
matter of fact, he neter would — if he paid 
out the bills first and the small change last. 

However, that form of the "take it or leave 
it" allows no chance of a protest by the custom- 
er. It is surpassed only by the system used at 
shooting galleries, ot other counters ' where the 
customer is busy with some sort of jjame while 
his money is being changed. The operator 
simply puts the coins on the counter and forgets 
them, hoping the victim will do likewise. Such 
counters arc usually decorated with nice alum- 
inum paint which happens purely by coinci- 
dence, to match coins made of silver and nickel. 
Since the paint looks so nice, the proprietor 
always brushes or wipes the counter after the 
customers walk away. It is really, surprising how 
often he comes across coins there! 

It is the ease with which the short changer 
can be worked that has built it into America's 
bi^ygest swindle; that, plus the factor stated 
earlier: Volume of business. After all. everybody 
changes money dozens of times a day, so the 
opportunities for such gyps are many. 

Sales of stocks and oil-wells, payments On 
in.surancc claims, even transactions involving 
bank checks, are infinitesimal, when compared 
with the handling of actual, currency. What's 
more, people are often on guard when they buy 
or sell; but they pay little attention to the 
matter of making change. 

Though it is only petty graft where ihc in- 
dividual is concerned, short changing is being 
worked by so many small-fry gyp artists that 
its total assumes gigantic proportions. 

By. watching out for short -changers, you can 
save your money — if you count it yourself! 
Don't let thejn do that for you. It's their own 
■ particular specialty. 

Above all, remember that the real experts in 
this type of swindle have pet tricks of their 
own and switch methods before the customer 
can catch up with them.
